Publications Grow 


Two new issues of the Sacra- 
mento State College Science Pub- 
lications, under the editorship of 
Di. Jenkins, carne from the press 
this summer. They are: 

No, 6—“Trees and Shrubs of the 
Sacramento Junior College Cam- 
pus” by Stephen H. Land. 25 cents. 

This booklet will be a great aid 
to both students and faculty who 
are interested in knowing the name 
of any of the 116 kinds of trees and 
shrubs on the campus. A series of 
carefully drawn maps is given with 
each individual plant numbered and 
with the numbers referring to 
names, both scientific and common, 
in conveniently placed lists. Also 
given is the country of origin of 
each species, and it is noted that 
every continent in the world is rep- 
resented on the campus, 

No, 7-—“Guidebook to William 
Land Park Zoo” by Marvin Delfen- 
dahl. 50 cents. 

This book ineludes sixty - four 
pages of animal photographs, draw- 
ings, maps and stories about the 
animals of the local zoo. 

These two bookleta are distinct 
contributions to the educational 
service in the City of Sacramento. 
The two authors received their 
master’s degrees on their work. 
Generous financial assistance was 
received from Mr, C. M. Goethe, 
who has been interested in giving a 
start to this series of publications

Because of this the Teacher 
Candidacy tests have been design- 
ed and are given to insure that cre- 
dential candidates possess these 
qualities, that all who undertake 
the professional training have the 
likelihood of success in it, and to 
provide a basis of guidance con- 
cerning teaching specialization and 
educational needs. 

The tests are given to help stu- 
dents discover their weaknesses 
early in the training process so 
that there is time to help the stu- 
dents through special available 
courses and counseling. 

The series for credential candi- 
dates includes tests of scholastic 
aptitude, English achievement 
(reading, comprehension, mechani- 
cal mastery, and style), and per- 
sonality appraisal.) The latter con- 
sists of inventories, a test of ad- 
justment and attitudes, and an in- 
terview before a board of faculty 

Nurses will be tested on scholas- 
tie aptitude, English achievement, 
anc the mastery of six nursing 
specialties.
